The  De-ith  Rate  for  1937  is  21.1  per  1000  of  the  population.

The  Local  Death  Rate  in  1934  was  12.3  per  1000  of  the  population. 


The  abnormally  ^igh  Death  Rate  of  1937  is  not  easily 
explained  for  there  was  only  one  epidemic  namely  that  of 
Influenza  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  only  one  death  was 
directly  due  to  this  cause. 

It.  must  be  remembered  however  that  the  "type”  of  population 
in  this  district  is  not  a normal  one,  consisting  as  it  does  of 
a large  proportion  of  older  people  which  fact  accounts  for  the 
comparability  factor  allotted  which  is  .77* 

There  was  only  1 death  below  40  years  whereas  21  of  the 
deaths  were  people  over  70  years  of  age  (9  being  over  80). 

The  Death  Rate  of  21.1  per  1000  when  multiplied  by  the  Areal 
Comparability  factor  aforementioned  becomes  16.2. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  puerperal  causes.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES . 

There  was  a widespread  epidemic  of  Influenza  early  in 
1937  but  it  was  of  a very  mild  type. 

Only  1 death  resulted  from  it. 

No  action  has  yet  been  taken  to  provide  artificial 
immunisation  against  Diphtheria  or  Scarlet  Fever.
